reported to that when she walked in th^ictimJHH^^I was bent over the t oilet, with her 
hands on the toilet, and her pants down. The su spect was standing behind HBHwith his pants 

down. The two were separate d and wh en asked ■■■ said that the act was consentual and that 
should be checked for a baby JJj^Bresponded that it was consentual as well. 

Later that day when|^^| was speaking withHUiS sbe changed her story and claimed that had 

forced her to have sex with him.HBHstated to|Hthat^^Hheld her head against the wall with one 
of his hands and "forced himself on her." ^^stated that fl^H^hanged her story after he explained to 
her that there could be repercussions for patients having sex with each other as it was against the rules.

I went to Harborview Medical Center to speak with attempt to obtain a statement. 

When I arrived she stated that she had been raped; that a man (she refused to identify the man) had forced 
himself upon her. When I attempted to further question her and get details about the event, she stated that 
she did not want to give an official statement, that she did not want to speak to me anymore, and that she did 
not want to press charges. She then became uncooperative and would not speak to me. 

Later that evening I received her medical history from Harborview Medical Center and included it in the case.

In add ition to t he Sexual Assault evidence collection kit, I also received a copy of the medical care reports for 
Victim^^^l. 

Summary: 

Complainanta social work er at Cas cade Mental Health repoitecHhat a patient, Victirr||^H was 
raped by another patient, SuspectHH He indicated that Victim JBJ had init ially stated that there was 
consensual sex, but changed and said that she was raped, after Complainant ^^Jtold her that consensual 
sex was against the rules and could be cause for her being released from her in-patient treatment. 

Witness^^^H a nurse, had seen Victimfl^lhanging around outside Suspect door and knocking 

on the door several times, and had escorted her away from the door each time. 

Witness^^HI noticed that after seeing VictimHHH°utside Suspect door, she notic ed that 
VictimmSHwas no longer outside the door and went to see where she was. Witness found Victim 

■^■inside Suspect Hi's room and both had thei^ants down. It appeared as though there had beer^^ 
sexual activity and Suspect ^B sald that Suspect B22Rhould be checked for a baby. Both VictimBIH 
and Suspect ^B told Witness that the sex was consensual. 

VictimmUhgreed *° be transported to Harborview Medical Center for a Sexual Assault Evaluation. At the 
hospital, VictimHIHrefused to make a police report and said that she did not want to press charges. 

Officer Line contacted VictimHQBat Harborview after taking the initial report from the complainant and 
witness. 

Victim ■SHrestated that she did not want to give a statement, did not want to identify the Suspect and 
did not want to press charges. 

Victim^B^Hsubmitted to a Sexual Assault Examination, with the exception of allowing photos to be taken. 
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I obtained an NCIC III The record indicates that he has not been charged with prior sex 

crimes, has no felony convictions and that DNA submission has not been required. 

I am forwarding this information to the King County Prosecutor's office as an SRO.
